He made this statement yester- 
day when he left London on the 
first stage of his journey to 
Warsaw. 


“My tour, as originally planned, 
Was purely a trade mission, de- 
signed to see if we could find means 
of increasing the flow of our ex- 
ports,” Mr. Hudson said. 

“ Political events of the last few days 
have tended to overshadow that)primary 
purpose, but trade has got to go on. 

“Tf, as we all hope, we succeed in 
maintaining peace, the work which we 
originally contemplated has still to be 
done. 

“What may develop during the talks 
in the various countries I cannot, of 
course, predict, but what I am going to 
try to persuade my hearers is that, 
despite events of the last few years, 
‘There is still plenty of kick left in the 
old British horse.' " 

A number of officials accompanied Mr. 
Hudson, and among those who saw him 
off was M. Maisky, the Soviet Ambassa- 
dor.

BERLIN IS 
ORDERED 
TO REJOICE 


Berlin, Saturday. 
Heer HITLER will return to 


Berlin to-morrow to receive 
a welcome organised on a 
more lavish scale than any in the 
six years since he came to power. 

Throughout to-day workmen, 
electricians and engineers worked 
hard to complete the decorations 
and illuminations- costing thou- 
sands of pounds. 

From 6 p.m. (5 p.m. G.M.T) to- 
morrow, fifty brass bands will play 
to keep the crowds interested at dif- 
ferent points along the Fuehrer's 
route. 

Windows along the route will be 
illuminated with candles which have 
already been distributed free by the 
Nazi Party authorities, 

Summoning 4,500,000 Berliners to 
turn out tu give the Fuehrer a suit- 
able welcome, Dr. Goebdbels, the 
Minister of Propaganda, issued a 
proclamation to-day which stated: 
“The slogan for Sunday for the 
entire city is: Out on the streets,’ 
“All houses should be decorated. 

Sunday evening should be devoted 
to joy, enthusiasm and thankfulness 
for the historic deed of the Fuehrer.”

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Rejected By Berlin

EHIND THE HURRIEDLY-SUMMONED MEETING OF 


THE BRITISH CABINET LAST 


NIGHT LAY ONE OF 


THE TENSEST DIPLOMATIC DRAMAS OF MODERN 
YEARS—AN APPEAL BY RUMANIA FOR GUIDANCE AND 


HELP IN THE FACE OF A THREAT 

ARMED AGGRESSION. 

All day long conflicting reports, rumours 
and denials had poured into London. 


First came news of an economic ultimatum from 
Germany to Rumania—a report later denied in 
Berlin, in Bucharest, and by the Rumanian Legation 
in London. 


Then came messages to the effect that the majority of 
Hitler's troops in Prague had left the city and were driving 
eastwards—a report again denied by Berlin. 

But M. Tilea, Rumanian Minister in London, saw Lord 
Halifax at the Foreign Office and had an important interview 
with him. 

And, soon afterwards, Mr. Chamberlain, abandoning his 
birthday celebrations, travelled by train from Birmingham to 
attend the special Cabinet meeting—the first Saturday meeting 
since the crisis last September. 

Although Bucharest described M. Tilea's call at the 
Foreign Office as a routine matter, there is little doubt that 
Rumania, alarmed at the threat of a further advance east- 
wards by Germany's army of conquest, asked through M. 
Tilea for a clear statement of Britain's attitude in the event 
of aggression. 


HITLER'S LOOPHOLE 


That was the question which the Cabinet debated for 
nearly two and a half hours. Before the Ministers met they 
had already sounded the Dominion High Commissioners. It 
was felt that Britain would await the approval of the 
Dominions before committing itself to a definite line of policy. 

The spate of messages denying the economic ultimatum 
from Germany may mean that Germany is anxious to pre- 
serve a loophole of escape, in case Hitler reconsiders his 
decision and allows more prudent counse! to prevail. 

In Paris, too, the Rumanian Minister talked with M. Bonnet, 
the French Foreign Minister—a meeting which suggests that 
Rumania is appealing to the two great Western Democracies 
for aid. 

Both there and in London ministers made arrangements to 
remain within call to-day should developments demand further 
Cabinet discussions. 

Rumania meanwhile strengthened her frontier guards 
—measures described as “normal.” No mobilisation of the 
army has been ordered. 

Before the Cabinet met it had been officially announced 
that the British and French Ambassadors in Berlin had pre- 
sented to Germany Notes in which the two Democracies con- 
veyed the view that recent events represented a complete re- 
pudiation of the Munich agreement. 


CONQUEST REPUDIATED 


The two Governments, it was further stated, regarded as 
without legal basis changes effected by German military action 
in Czechoslovakia. 

Germany rejected these protests. 
issued in Berlin last night stated: 


An official statement 


“In connection with the German initiative to restore 
tranquili.ty in Bohemia and Moravia, as well as peace in 
Central Europe, the Ambassadors of Britain and France 
presented a demarche at the Foreign Office in protest 
against the alleged illegality of the German step. 


“It is officially reported that the two diplomats were 
informed that the Reich is not in a position to accept 
protests of this kind which have no basis politically, 
legally or morally.” $ 


America is also sending to Berlin a Note couched in terms 
similar to those of Britain and France. It was announced yester- 
day in Washington that the Note will assert the non-recognition 
by the U.S.A. of the legality of Germany’s action. 

Sir Nevile Henderson, British Ambassador, left Berlin on his 
way home, and it was officially announced that the French 
Ambassador also had been recalled “ for consultation.” When 
Sir Nevile left no Germans were present at the station to see him 
off. Last night Germany recalled her Ambassador in London, Dr. 
von Dirksen. 

Berlin summed up the situation by denying that proposals 
made to Rumania were in the nature of a demand. “Economic 
negotiations are taking place in Bucharest,” ran an official 
statement, “and they are developing in a normal’ fashion...... 
The assertion that Germany has presented Rumania with an 
ultimatum is an invention lacking foundation.”

Empire Support 


In a strongly worded leading. article 
headed “ Chamberlain Calls a Halt,” the

" Cape ‘Argus ": “ Whether liberty can 
be saved without war depends on the 
mind and moods of one man—Hitler. 
World indignation must give way to 
steady preparation and resolve." 

“Johannesburg Star": “Mr. Cham- 
berlain spoke not merely for the Govern- 
ment and people of Great. Britain, but 
for all the peoples of the British Com- 
monwealth, and all nations who value 
peace but value freedom more." 


Silent Approval

His intimates call him “Bill,” a 
reminder’ of his care-free days at 
Oxford. 


To-night the menu is in French, and 
the silver from Bond-st. is on the table. 

To-morrow His Highness will eat with 
his fingers; dipping with relish into a

To-night, he is in a dinner jacket; to- 
morrow, he will wear a long, silk tunic 
with great flowers on it, and his head 
will be swathed in the ten-foot long 
turban of his race. 

This afternoon I played squash 
rackets with His Highness, and after- 
wards we sat or the verandah of the 
palace in flannels.

N a moment, my host had turned his 

attention from television to considera- 
tion of a problem as old as the Bible.

Every hour of every day I come across 
some new freak of contrast in this 
Strange place of the very old and the 
very new. 

I ride in a modern sports car, and my 
progress is halted by the camel trains 
in the crowded bazaar; my suite of 
rooms in the guest-palace is furnished 
with chromium, but rats, inescapable in 
India, play havoc with my shirts. 

My personal servant is an expert at 
mixing cocktails, but his religion for- 
bids him to handle the collar of my 
dog; the laundry of His Highness is in 

»Kensington, but my shirts are washed 
by women beating them against stones 
on the river bank; His Highness has 
recently installed loudspeakers for his 
public speeches, but the records of the 
State are still tabulated by a patriarchal 
Prime Minister, whose clerks sit on the 
floor for their work. 

What is the responsibility of this 
man, this glittering figure of London’s 
royal processions, this public school 
potentate, this prince who seems to 
belie the saying that East and West 
Shall never meet? 

He rules in feudal state a land half 
the size of England, yielding a pittance 
for two million souls. The revenue for 
a year is half a million pounds, of 
which the upkeep of the Palace 
accounts for some £50,000. 

Ask him, and he will say that it is 
essential for the ruler of the State to 
live in pomp, and every expert on India 
will agree with him. 

Ask him further about finance, and 
he will mention with regret that even 
the poorest of his subjects will be dis- 
appointed if the visit of a neighbour- 
ing ruler or British official is not made 
the occasion for lavish hospitality, the 
explosion of half next month’s income 
in fireworks, and a general festival that 
will stand comparison with every other 
wealthy prince,

ET he himself is a man of simple 
tastes, and there is no man more em- 
barrassed than when he sheds his easy 
English clothes and wears for a State 
occasion the paraphernalia of his rank. 
To-night, for instance, we have seen 
the State jewels. The Prime Minister 
was summoned, and the Chief of 
Police, and the personal bodyguard of 
His Highness. i 

Each produced an ancient key, and 
we formed a little, procession and 
marched to a ramshackle outhouse 
behind the palace. The three keys 
were turned in three locks, and we 
were in the “Treasure House.” 

The personal bodyguard -produced 
further keys, and broke the seals on a 
cheap suitcase that you could buy in 
the Strand for a few shillings. 

From rags and from dusters, His 
Highness drew out a quarter million 
pounds’ worth of pearls, diamonds, 
rubies and emeralds. They caught the 
faint light through the open door and 
held us with their sparkle 

Bought in London and Amsterdam, 
once the property of Russians. Ameri- 
cans, English women of high rank, they 
are in the possession now of our host. 
who tosses them back into the suitcase 
and remarks: "I'd rather have a tele- 
vision set...." 


This man's father had never left 
India, . His grandfather led his own 
troopers at the gallop across the plains 
in defence of this territory. 

Even fifty years ago the palace where 
we eat and live was the scene of plots 
and counter-plots, intrigues, murder 
and poisoning. 

Only by a quarter of a century is the 
official food taster to His Highness out 
of date..... 

Even in these days there can be little 
provision in this Indian 
state against the ravages 
of disease and famine. 
There have been times 
when the desert lands in 
in an entire year have been visited with 
only three inches of rain. 

In the following twelve months they 
may be deluged with fifty inches, and 
floods wage a toll of life almost as 
serious. 

For all these tragedies which have 
stricken his people His Highness has 
sold possessions, borrowed money from 
the Government, curtailed every exnense 

Then, too, there is the other ageless 
struggle of every man in authority in 
India—the ceaseless fight against graft 
His Highness himself will tell you the 


story of when his brother went to work | 


in an administrative capacity. 
On the second day of service a com- 
mercial traveller offered goods for sale. 
“You’re new here,” he said, “You 
will, of course, get the usual ten per 
cent. that your predecessor received if 
His Highness buys....”

But one of the most bitter is the story of his 
high adventure in a great Australian gold 
rush, when Fortune dangled the promise of 
a cool million before him, only to snatch it 
away when it seemed at last within his

OOLGARDIE slept beneath a star-studded 
Sky as the burdened camel team swayed 
silent and deserted 


awkwardly down the 
main street. 


Beyond the last clustered shacks lay the 
bush, à moonlit and mysterious waste of swelling 
among the black 
Shadows of which the little caravan presently was 


sand dune and rough scrub, 


lost. 


Gold was the glittering lure that drew these 
men from their beds to creep stealthily from the 
town with muttered oaths and whispered curses 
whenever a clumsy footstep or unexpected cough 


threatened to betray them. 

Like shadows in a world of shadows 
they moved, and by dawn, when a rose 
pink flush was spreading over the 
eastern sky, they were many miles away. 

The copper sun had travelled half its 
wide span and Coolgardie was swelter- 
ing in the breathless noonday heat 
before news of their departure and of 
the rich yellow nuggets that had been 
found across the desert leaked out. 

Then magically the pulse of the little 
town quickened as the gold fever 
gripped it. Fantastic rumours ran like 
wildfire through the crowded saloons.

“This is what

* Everyone in the 
camp was half

* She forged ahead over the 
treacherous broken ground, taking hid- 
den gullies, fallen logs and deep sand- 
pits in her stride without once putting 
a foot wrong, while my thoroughbred 
racer was giving me a terrible time, 
rearing and bucking and trying to 
stand on his héad. 

“Twice he came down, throwing me 
heavily. but we still kept on. Then we 
got into a dry creek bed and were gal- 
loping along this when we came upon 
a fallen gum tree that completely 
blocked the way.

high on either side, and there was no 
path round the obstacle, so there was 
nothing left to do but put our horses 
at it.

“ Fortunately I was thrown clear, but 
when I picked myself up and looked 
around I realised immediately that I, at 
any rate, was out of the race to the gold 
reef. My horse lay still with his head 
doubled under him at a grotesque angle. 
His neck was broken! ” 

Stranded in the bush with only one 
horse between them, “Old J. D.” and 
his partner decided that rather than 
lose their chance of a bid for fortune 
they should split up. 

George on his hardy little mare 
pushed on towards the reef, and Jimmy 
Robertson left with food and a water- 
Skin, followed on foot. 

George reached the reef ahead of the 
camel team that had left Coolgardie by 
night and was able to stake one of the 
first claims on the field. Unfortunately, 
proved poor, 

But Jimmy, tramping through the

bush alone, had better luck. Some three 
miles from the spot where his horse had 
died he noticed that the pebbles he 
kicked aside as he walked had a dull 
yellow gleam.

A few hundred yards away he dis- 
covered ihe spot where the reef out- 
cropped. Near it he picked up an 
aborigine's spear which gave him the 
name of Shakespeare for his discovery. 

Not far away he stumbled upon 
another small reef which he pegged out 
and named Longfellow before he pressed 
on to Forty-Five Mile Reef, where 
George was waiting. 

Here, although their own claim 
turned out to be a failure, huge for- 
tunes were being made. Some prospec- 
tors picked up single nuggets worth 
nearly £200 each. 

“We spent a few days at the reef,” 
he told me, “ but when our stores began

running low we started back to Cool- 
gardie. 

" With only one horse between us we 
could not travel in the heat of the day, 
and so we slept then and travelled by 
night, when George's uncanny bush- 
craft prevented us from becoming 
hopelessly lost. 

“Neither of us had any capital to 
work the two reefs I had discovered, 
and so we decided to sell out. 

“We got £4,000 for them and several 
hundreds more for the nuggets I had 
picked up and a little gold we had 
worked from our claim at Forty-Five 
Mile Reef.”

On the night of May 9 of that year 
the little s.s. Queen Alexandra, under 
command of Captain Angus Keith, was 
on her way from Southampton with 
troops and the journey nearly com- 
pleted. Cape Barfleur, with its roaring 
tide and turbulent race, lay only a few 
miles to port, and soon the security of 
Cherbourg’s massive breakwater would 
be gained. 

Escorting her was one of the newly- 
built P-boats, evolved during the war: 
handy, low-lying craft, something like 
torpedo-boats, but with a special steel 
ram fitted at the bows for penetrating 
any submarine’s hull. 

Picture the dim scene at 12.45 a.m. 
with Queen Alexandra tearing over the 
waves, Captain Keith on the brigge 
keyed up and looking ahead, to port, 
and starboard.

against the troopship and inevitable 
loss of valuable fighting lives. 

Split seconds just allowed time to 
warn Queen Alexandra, so as one sea- 
man to another the only thing was to 
give Captain Keith unfettered free- 
dom, whilst P-33 temporarily effaced 
herself by easing engines and keeping 
out of the way. 

On rushed the transport at 20 knots, 
a short sharp order to the man at the 
wheel, another glance at the vague 
object, and then a terrific impact as if 
Queen Alexandra had struck a stone 
pier. Oh, yes! ‘The blow had been 
aimed perfectly, and the submarine hit 
only a few feet abaft the conning-tower, 
before a torpedo could be fired. 

Down into the tide went the German, 
gurgling sideways, on rushed the steamer 
by sheer momentum, astern of her leapt 
the P-boat to release depth-charges and 
make doubly sure. 

Next she dropped a buoy to mark the 
position, searched the area for ten 
minutes in case the gashed hull tried 
to surface, and then it was time to assist 
the steamer, 


CREPT INTO 
CHERBOURG 


The Queen Alexandra had performed 
her duty wonderfully, but her forefoot 
was badly injured and her passengers 
must be landed without further risk, 
Still, she kept afloat, though able to 
steam only at.slow speed. P-33 escorted 
her safely into Cherbourg, and then 
came out again to where the buoy was. 

Dawn revealed a large patch of oil and 
acid, making a path seven miles long 
across the English Channel Twelve 
hours later the sea continued to exhibit 
oil-patches besides bits of wreckage, but 
not until after the Armistice did Ger- 
many learn how this UB-78, with Ober- 
Leutnant Stossberg and all hands, had 
been sent to her doom, Caught unawares, 
most probably she was trimmed ready 
for quick diving, but at the time hap- 
pened to be charging her batteries and 
ventilating. 

Two nights later the famous White 
Star liner Olympic was bound from the 
United States with 9,000 American 
troops, and the authorities were ex- 
tremely anxious lest some star-turn U- 
boat captain might torpedo her during 
the last portion of her voyage. 

Some 300 miles west of the Scillies she 
was met by the four American destroyers 
Davis, O’Brien, Conyngham, and Porter, 
all under the instructions of Commander 
W. V. Tomb, U.S.N. This escort had 
joined her on May 11 at 7.15 a.m., and 
the day passed uneventfully, to the 
great relief of everybody, not excluding 
Olympic’s Captain (now Sir Bertram) 
Hayes, and the destroyer officers. 

For this western approach to the 
English Channel highway was a 
veritable danger zone, and German 
agents had made known Olympic’s 
departure from the other side. It would 
be bad for the Allies’ cause if Olympic 
were torpedoed, recruiting in the United 
States discouraged, and a wave of 
t popular opinion should cancel further 
sailings, 


MYSTERIOUS 
MESSAGES 


What happened on that memorable 
night was sensational, and the thrilling 
account has been given me from two of 
the American officers concerned. Com- 
mander Tomb, captain of the Davis, tells 
me:— 

“Just at dusk the Olympic signalled 
to the Davis, senior ship of the escort, 
requesting advice as to steering a zig- 
zag course through the night. The Davis 
had, on March 5, in company of the 
destroyers Rowan, Trippe, and Cum- 
mings, protected Olympic from sub- 
marine attack in approximately our 
present position, and we were deter- 
atan that again no harm should befall 

er. 

“After consulting with my Execu- 
tive Officer, Lieut.-Commander R. K, 
Awtrey, U.S.N., I signalled Olympic’s 
captain to zig-zag throughout the 
night, which was very dark but clear, 
At 3.50 the following morning I was 
awakened by gun fire, and within a 
couple of seconds had reached the 
bridge where the officer-of-the-deck in- 
formed me that the Olympic had fired 
a gun from for'ard. 

"Two minutes later a gumn.aft.blazed 


That Loomed in the Night-------— 
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forth apparently at some object astern, 
and then fired again. It occurred to me 
that one of our destroyer escort might 
have fallen out of position and been 
mistaken for a submarine; that this 
destroyer might have been badly 
damaged, and therefore in urgent need 
of help. We signalled by radio for the 
O’Brien to take charge of the escort, 
turned on our identification-light, then 
proceeded at 29 knots in the reverse 
direction.” 

Nothing, however, was seen, and 
Davis had swung round again to rejoin 
the other three when a couple of white 
lights went up from, seemingly, a vessel 
astern of the liner. Commander Tomb 
released a few pyrotechnic stars tc

illuminate the sea, and still no dis- 
tressed ship could be found. 

“This was about 4.12 a.m., but now 
from right ahead someone commenced 
Morseing. The message came through 
very slow and deliberately, yet the 
only intelligible word was ‘Please . . s 
please . . . please’ made continuously; 
followed later by ''Take us up.' 

“ We waited, with the searchlight pro- 
jector turned in his direction, and I 
felt certain we had run across a sub- 
marine." Presently as Davis rushed by 
at full speed, without giving oppor- 
tunity for being torpedoed, the glaring 
rays. revealed a big U-boat slowly 
forging ahead, her bows raised, stern 
submerged.” 

The destroyer stopped fifty yards to 
windward of the submarine, cautiously 
clear of torpedo-tubes’ direction, and 
even now wondered if this were a ruse. 

“ We dropped two Carley floats, and 
yelled to the Germans to swim for 
them. Our hail was answered in good 
English, and from the way they made 
for these rafts it became obvious that 
the enemy knew what we meant.” 


RESCUED MANY 
ENEMY SEAMEN 


Lieut. A. T. Emerson, U.S.N., who 
had been off duty asleep, had come on 
the bridge, and the order was given to 
caeci away whale-boat together with a 

ory. 

"I made & leap down the bridge- 
ladder,” says Emerson, “ buckled on my 
Colt, jumped into the whaler, and we 
dropped into the water. The sub- 
marine by this time was on the port 
quarter, her bows nearly straight in the 
air, and at 428 a.m.-she disappeared 
stern first. 

. " All the men on her tumbled off like 
insects and came tearing through the 
water towards us. 

"We then pulled around the bow, 
where one of the Carley floats was 
occupied by half a dozen Germans." 

Soon the whaler was full up with 25 
men, and every few moments a big sea 
Slopped water over the gunwhale, but 
luckily the dory rescued some more. 
Altogether this smart nocturnal en- 
deavour managed to save four officers 
and thirty-one men; only the fifth 
officer (Leutnant Kurt Reumann) and 
eight men being drowned. 

The American destroyers based on 
Queenstown were somewhat bigger than 
British types, but they could decidedly 
roll. Lieut. Emerson, therefore, had no 
easy job in getting his whaler once 
more alongside the lively Davis. A 
nasty 8ea was running, " we got some 
pretty good bangs while hoisting," and 
then the German crowds filed out on 
to the destroyer's deck. 

‘As fast as the Huns came aboard 
each was searched and sent forward. 
None had any arms, but the first officer 
had a pocket full of 6-mm, automatic 
pistol cartridges. 

" We took off their wet clothes, gave 
them dry ones, and then some breakfast, 
The prisoners all pretended at first they 
could speak no English, but before long 
they all became as fluent as I am.

I was going 
to give myself up but my husband 
would not let me go, ,to Wimbledon 
because of the expense." 

When charged, she said: "I did not 
break into.that house." 

Strachan was remanded in custody 
until Tuesday.

JAILED AFTER 
TWO YEARS 


HEN John Dale, thirty-one, an ex-jockey, of Cambridge- 
W cout Paddington, W., was sentenced at Westminster 
yesterday for making a false statement in applying for a 
passport in September, 1937, it was disclosed that, during that 
year, whilst on remand in custody on another charge, he had 


escaped from hospital in his pyjamas. 

Dale, it was stated, applied for the 
passport in the name of “ Walter George 
Ford.” The form was signed by a Mr. 
David, who certified that he had known 
him for one year, but that had been 
altered to “four years.” 

The passport was granted and Dale 
went to Paris. He was arrested. at 
Brighton last Thursday, He made a 
Statement in which he said he was 
guilty of the passport offence, adding 
that his object was to go to Paris to 
Obtain evidence clearing his name. 


£1,000 CHARGE 


Detective Massey said that Dale was 
charged, in July, 1937, with being con- 
cerned with another man in obtaining 
£1,000. He appeared from time to time 
on bail and was later committed to 
Brixton Prison, where he became ill
